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Thirlmere lies at the foot of Helvellyn and is three miles 
long and about a quarter of a mile in width. It is now the 
property of the Corporation of Manchester which carries 
the water from the lake to Manchester by an aqueduct 
over 95 miles in length. Raven Crag is a prominent rocky 
cliff at the north end of the lake. 
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
